The  Kentucky  General  Association  adopted  a 
resolution,  offered  by  Dr.  J.  W.  Porter!  opposing 
the  teaching  of  Darwinianism  in  any  of  our  schools 
or  tax  supported  schools;  withholding  financial 
support  from  any  denominational  school  teaching 
the  Darwinian  or  any  theory  of  evolution  which 
contradicts  the  Bible,  and  memorializing  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  do  the  same. 


Oklahoma  Baptists  changed  the  ratio  of  fea- 
tribution  of  the  75-Million  receipts  at  their  feat 
Convention.

SERIES  OF  SERMONS  ON  BIBLE 
REVIVALS  - 
By  Ben  Cox 

The  Revival  Under  Nehemiah.  July  5th,  1822; 

See  Neh.  1:10. 

The  revival  under  Nehemiah  came*  the  longest 
•tory  of  any  of  these  Bible  revival*  we  are  study- 
in*. 

Nehemiah,  as  you  know,  was  cup  bearer  to  the 
kin*.  It  was  a  very  important  ofllde,  because 
the  kin*  was  in  danger  of  bein*  served  poisoned 
wine  sometimes  and  the  man  who  was  the  king’s 
cup  bearer  was  charged  with  heavy  responsibility. 

Some  people  had  returned  from  Jerusalem  and 
they  had  brought  the  sad  news  of  how  things 
were  on  the  decline.  The  walls  of  the  city  werf~ 
broken  down.  Nehemiah  says:  “They  said  unto 
me.  The  remnant  that  are  left  of  the  captivity 
there  in  the  province  are  in  great  affliction  and 
reproach;  the  wall  of  Jerusalem  also  is  broken 
down,  and  the  *ates  thereof  are  burned  with  Are.” 
Then  Nehemiah  says:  “It  came  to  pass,  when  I 
heard  these  words,  that  I  sat  down  and  wept,  and 
mourned  certain  days,  and  fasted,  and  prayed 
unto  the  God  of  heavtjh."  Like  Ezra,  the  prophet, 
he  cared  so  much  tot  Jerusalem  and  the  affairs 
of  Jerusalem  that  bad  news  concerning  the  city 
took  away  his  appetite.  < 

The  Arst  remedy,  he  followed  was  that  of  prayer. 
"I  prayed  to  the  God  of  heaven.”  He  went  right 
to  headquarters  at  once. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  after  the  revival 
under  Zerubbabel  we ,  read  of  no  more  idolatry' 
amongst  the  Jews.  It  took  a  very  severe  lesson 
to  teach  them,  but  they  Anally  learned  their  les¬ 
son  well  and  abided  by  it. 

Nehemiah  not  only  prayed  but  he  planned.  He 
planned  for  four  months  before  he  had  his  pro¬ 
gram  ready.  I  think  he  followed  the  right  course. 
Many  of  us  make  the  mistake  of  making  the  pro¬ 
gram  Arst  and  then  praying  about  it.  I  am  thor¬ 
oughly  satisAed  that  one  reason  numbers  of  our 
prayers  are  not  heard  and  answered  is  because 
we  plan  Arst  and  pray  afterwards,  instead  of  fol¬ 
lowing  the  order  that  Nehemiah  followed.  We 
are  very  prone  to  make  blue  prints  for  the  Lord 
and  then  take  them  to  Him.  We  prescribe  and 
then  pray,  and  tie  up  the  Lord  with  red  tape,  so 
that  it  is  impossible  for  Him  to  help  us.  Many 
people  are  not  saved  because  they  plan  instead 
of  pray.  They  have  heard  that  somebody  has 
been  saved  by  seeing  a  great  light  somewhere 
or  doing  some  other  unusual  thing  and  they  have 
decided  that  if  they  are  saved  at  all,  they  must 
be  saved  in  just  that  way.  So  it  sometimes  is  in 
receiving  blessings  in  the  deeper  spiritual  life. 
We  hear  of  somebody’s  experience  and  we  are 
waiting  for  Just  that  kind  of  an  experience,  and 
are  not  willing  to  receive  the  Lord  in  the  Lord's 
way  and  in  his  own  time.  When  we  really  place 
prayer  Arst  the  Lord  answers  our  prayers,  but 
His  answers  are  sometimes  diametrically  opposed 
to  our  prayers.  Somebody  has  given  us  a  piece 
of  verse  on  this.  These  verses  helped  and  stayed 
me  through  a  night  when  everything  seemed  dark. 
Problems  had  arisen,  perplexities  had  come.  I 
was  perplexed  and  stunned  as  never  in  my  life. 
I  could  not  understand  why  things  had  happened 
as  they  had.  Not  a  wink  did  I  sleep  that  night, 
but  by  my  bed  was  this  poem.  I  read  It  over  and 
over  and  memorized  part  of  it.  Perhaps  it  will 
help  you: 

I  asked  for  bread;  God  gave  a  stone  instead; 

Yet  while  I  pillowed  there  my  head 
The  ahgels  made  a  ladder  of  my  dreams 
Which  upward  to  celestial  mountains  led, 

And  when  I  woke  before  the  morning’s  beams, 
Around  my  resting  place  the  manna  lay; 

And,  praising  God,  I  went  upon  my  way, 

For  I  wts  fed. 

I  asked  for  strength;  for  with  the  noontide  heat 
I  fainted,  while  the  reapers,  singing  sweet, 


Went  forward  with  rich  sheaves  I  could  not  bear. 
Then  came  the  Master,  with  His  blood-stained  feet 
And  .lifted  me  with  sympathetic  cart;  j 
Then  on  His  arm  I  leaned  till  all  was  4one, 

And  I  stood  with  the  rest  at  set  of  sunl, 

My  task  complete. 

I  asked  for  light;  around  |tne  closed  the  night. 

Nor  guiding  star  met  ro^  bewildered  sight; 

For  storm  clouds  gathered  in  a  tempest  near, 

Yet  in  the  lightning’s  blizing  flight 
I  saw  the  way  before  rod  straight  and  clear. 
What  though  . His  leading  pillar  was  of  fire, 

And  not  the  sunbeam  of  my  heart's  desipe? 

My  path  was  bright.  ; 

God  answers  prayer;  sometimes  when  hearts  are 
weak 

He  gives  the  very  gifts)  believers  seek,  j 
But  often  faith  must  ldakn  a  deeper  rust 
And  trust  God's  silence  when  he  does  not  speak, 
Ror  He,  whose  Name  is  Love,  will  send  the  best, 
Stars  may  bum  out,  nor  mountain  wall  (ndure, 
But  God  is  true,  His  promises  are  sure  j 
To  those  who  seek. 


couragdd-  Many  had  been  guilty  of  usury.  They 
were  brought  to  Neherqiah  and  commanded  to  re¬ 
store.  That  is  a  very  important  thing,  too,  in 
revival  seasons.  One  wisely  says  "We  need  more 
restoration  and  less  tears.”  When  Zacehaeus 
came  to  Jesus  he  said  ‘'Lord,  if  I  have  taken  any¬ 
thing  by  false  accusation,  I  restore  it  four- fold.” 
Under  Moses,  the.  law  said  "He  whc  steals  a 
sheep  shall  restore  foir-fold.”  Zaccheaus  seems 
to  place  himself  on  the  level  with  the  sheep  thief. 
"I  will  restore  four-fold.  If  you  gre  really  anx¬ 
ious  for  a  revival,  you  must  have  tbe  spirit  of 
restitution.

We  say 
to  the  king  before  we  pfay  to  God.  We  try  to 
win  souls,  to  do  Sunday  School  work,  preach  the 
gospel,  run  our  churthfK  collect  motnajy,  but  of¬ 
ten  make  the  mistake  dtj  “saying”  before  “pray¬ 
ing.”  And  then  when  wA  do  place  God  first,  we 
are  prone  to  make  the  [mistake  of  "(aying”  to 
God  instead  of  “praying^  to  God. 

An  old  man  was  converted  in  a  revival  meeting 
and  when  the  opportunity  for  testimony  was 
given  he  said,  "Brethren  |and  sisters,  I  'have  been 
saying  my  prayers  flor  70  years,  but  pow,  bless 
the  Lord,  I  have  learned)  to  pray.” 

Are  we  really  saying  to  God  or  praying  to  God? 

God  moves  on  the'  kiifg  and  uses  him  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  means  that  Nehemiah  needs  and  so  he 
goes  to  Jerusalem.  App  so  at  his  exhortation 
they  rise  up  and  follow,  j  They,  too,  met  with  op¬ 
position.  We  are  totyl  that  “when  Sanf>allat,  the 
Horonite,  and  Tobiah  the  servant,  the  Ammonite, 
and  Geshem  the  Arabia^,  heard  it,  th«y  laughed 
us  to  scorn  and  despised:  us  and  said  wdiat  is  this 
thing  that  ye  do,  will  y it  rebel  against, the  king? 

I  am  very  much  pleated  with  the  way  Nehe¬ 
miah  meets  these  stofl  >rs.  "Then  answered  1 
them  and  said  unto  tnep  ,  The  God  of  heaven,  he 
will  prosper  us.

WHAT  SHOULD  THE  BOARD  DO?

There  are  some  features  of  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  which  I  desire  to 
call  the  attention  of  thje  reader. 

1.  In  making  out  olir  budget  for  expenditures 

on  all  our  far  flung  haitle  lines,  for  the  year  1923, 
we  were  in  sore  straija.  We  cut  down  our  pro¬ 
gramme  huavily,  and  stilly  we  were  not  entirely 
agreed  on  flow  much  jwr  should  spend  for  1923. 
Most  of  the  states  are  falling  off  in  their  gifts  to 
the  75-Mil|ion  Campaign,  and  consequently  to 
Foreign  Missions.  Some  thought  receipts  would 
get  better.  Others  thought  they  would  not.  We 
Anally  adopted  a  budget  which  launched  us,  in 
faith,  on  securing  $300,000.00  more  than,  in  cold 
figures,  we  could  cc|unty  on,  and  still  this  is 
$500,000.00  less  than  we  are  running  on  this 
year.  How  would  yolu  have  voted,  dear  friend, 
had  you  bejen  in  my  *|iod$?  I  voted  for  it.  We 
look  to  God  and  the  brotherhood  to  relieve  the  * 
situation.  Dr.  Love  placed  the  responsibility  for

GOD’S  WORD  ^ND  CHURCH  LOYALTY 

By  R.  L.  Breland 

1  ■  ■ 

The  maljter  of  Loyalty  to  God's  Word  is  a  time¬ 
ly  subject]  Many  worldly-wise  men  sneer  at  Ihe 
scriptures]  denying  the  authority  thereof;  others 
declare  that  Jesus  Christ,  our  Savior,  was  merely 
a  super-man — not  divine,  not  really  God,  and  sltill 
others  speak  of  Gdd,  the  Father,  as  only  a  fofee 
or  influence,  without  personality  and  therefore! he 
has  no  rcjil  contrdl  over  the  affairs  of  the  uni¬ 
verse.  Sol  a  study  of  the  Bible  with  its  relation¬ 
ship  to  the  church  with  special  emphasis  u|on 
loyalty  thereunto  [with  a  scriptural  sanction  is 
very  much  in  plane. 

I. — Let  us  discuss  briefly  three  words  found  in 
the  subject,  viz:  God's  Word  (the  Bible),  Chuieh 
and  Loyalty — emphasizing  specially  their  rela¬ 
tion  to  each  bther  and  our  obligation  to  be  loyal 
to  each  in  its  place.  They  are  closely  related 
and  inseparable  when  properly  understood. 

(1)  Thf  Bible  id  the  word  of  God  as  surely! as 
if  He  wad  here  on  earth  in  person  and  speaking 
the  words  into  our  ears  in  audible  tones,  (a)  It 
was  written  by  Hip  own  will:  “All  scripture!  is 
given  by  inspiration  of  God”,  2  Tim.  3:16;  “Know¬ 
ing  this  fi  st,  that  no  prophecy  of  the  scripture  is 
of  any  private  interpretation  .  .  .  but  holy  men 
of  God  s;ake  as  they  were  moved  by  the  Holy 
Spirit”,  2  Peter  1:21,22.  (b)  It  is  the  last  word 

in  controversy  as  we  learn  in  Rom.  3:4:  “Let 
God  be  tiue  and  every  man  a  liar”;  as  also  jin 
John  17:11,  “Thy  word  is  truth”,  (c)  The  wi  rd 
is  sharp  ind  powerful  as  we  read,  “I  am  l  ot 
ashamed  >f  the  gospel  of  Christ,  for  it  is  Ihe 
power  of  God”,  etc.,  Rom.  1:16;  and  we  rtad 
again  in  Heb.  4:12,  “For  the  word  of  God  is 
quick  and  powerful,  and  sharper  than  any  tvo- 
edged  sword,  piercing  even  to  the  dividing  ast  n- 
der  of  soul  and  spirit,  and  of  the  joints  and  mi  ir- 
row,  and  Is  a  discemer  of  the  thoughts  and  n- 
tents  of  the  heart”]  (d)  God’s  word  is  our  ligit. 
"Thy  worl  is  a  lamp  unto  my  feet  and  a  lif  ht 
unto  my  >ath”.  P*.  109:105.  ‘The  entrance  of 
thy  word  giveth  light.”

lutely  necessary.

(2)  The  church  lis  God's  organized  representa¬ 
tive  on  egrth,  a  child  of  the  Bible,  for  it  alone 
tells  us  off  the  chiireh.  So  at  once  we  see  ihe 
vital  relationship  between  God’s  word  and  Bis 
church.  What  dots  God's  word  tell  us  of  the 
church:  ‘(a)  It  tells  us  that  it  was  built  iby 
Christ — “fjpon  thid  rock  I  will  build  my  church”. 
Matt  16:18.  These  are  Christ’s  own  words.  (b) 
It  was  purchased  by  His  life — “As  Christ  loved 
the  church  and  gave  His  life  for  it’.  Eph.  5  :E6. 
(c)  It  is  the  body  of  Christ  and  we  are  members 
thereof  individually,  so  that  Christ  is  still  incar¬ 
nate  in  the  church— His  body — “And  gave  Him 
(Christ)  jo  be  th*  head  over  all  things  to  the 
church,  wjhich  is  H>8  body”.  Eph.  1:23.  From 
the  same  scriptures  we  learn  that  Christ  is  the 
head  and  sole  law.  giver  of  the  church.  So  then 
we  ran  easily  see  how  that  there  is  a  close  and 
beautiful  relations  hip  between  Christ,  His  wOrd 
and  His  Church,  and  why  the  thread  of  loyalty 


(3)  Loyalty  in  its  simplest  terms  means  doing 
God's  work,  through  God's  church,  ai  cording  to 
God’s  word.  Any  loyalty  that  falls  short  of  this 
is  disloyalty.  A  priest  was  asked  his  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  a  certain  passage  of  scriptuie.  He  re¬ 
plied:  “I  have  no  interpretation,  but  the  church 
teaches  it  so  and  so.”  This  was  loyal  ;y  all  right 
— loyalty  to  a  creed,  a  church — but  it  |was  disloy¬ 
alty  to  God’s  word.  One  may  be  loyal  to  his 
friends  and  yet  disloyal  to  the  truth,  or  he  may 
be  loyal  to  a  faction  or  party  and  disloyal  to  the 
state  or  nation;  even  so,  many  are  scrupulously 
loyal  to  denomination,  creed  or  chuivh,  but  hot 
according  to  the  plain  teaching  of  God's  word. 
This  is  disloyalty  of  the  vilest  sort.  Loyalty  to 
the  church  can  only  be  in  accordance  j with  God's 
word] 

II.— Giving  expression  to  our  loyalty.  To  be 
worth  anything  loyalty,  like  everything  else,  must 
have  avenues  of  expression — “Fai(h  without 
works  is  dead",  and  so  loyalty  without  expression 
is  disloyalty.  Some  of  the  avenues  of  expression 
of  loyalty:  (1)  To  be  a  scripturally  loyal  church 
it  must  be  loyal  to  itself — attend  its  services,  hid 
its  pastor,  support  the  work,  pay  its  pledges  and 
vows  and  be  faithful  to  every  dutjr.  (2)  To  be 
a  loyal  church  it  must  be  loyal  to  the  doctrines, 
for  it  is  the  “Pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth." 
1  Tim.  3:15.  If  the  church  fails  to  stpnd  for  the 
truth  and  His  doctrines  God  has  no  other  plan. 
Some  of  the  doctrines  for  which  a  loyal  church 
MUST  stand:  (a)  The  authenticity  of  the  Bible 
as  the  inspired  word  of  God,  without  mixture  of 
error  or  untruth,  (b)  It  must  stand  for  a  real, 
all-powerful,  all-wise  personal  God,  who  has  per¬ 
sonal  control  over  every  person  and  tiling  in  the 
universe.  He  is  God  of  all  or  He  is  !not  God  at 
all.  <c)  A  loyal  church  must  stand  fo)-  a  divine — 
human  Christ — the  Son  of  God,  the  S<jn  of  mart — 
who  died,  rose  again  from  the  dead,  and  ascended 
up  to  Heaven  where  He  ever  liveth  to  make  in¬ 
tercession  for  us.  (d)  The  doctrine  of  the  fall  of 
Adam  from  his  former  state  ef  holinei  s,  and  with 
him  the  whole'  human  race,  and  man’s  hopeless 
condition,  and  God’s  offer  of  mercy  through  Jesur 
Christ  who  is  as  all-sufficient  Savior  to  all  who 
believe  on  Him.  (e)  It  must  stadd  lor  the  per¬ 
sonal  responsibility  of  the  individual,  lalvation  by 
grace  alone  through  faith,  a  persons  1  obedience 
in  accord  with  the  teachings  of  the  Bible,  the  ab¬ 
solute  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  <  temal  hap¬ 
piness  of  the  saved  and  the  everlasting  punish¬ 
ment  of  the  impenitent.  These  are  bi^j  a  part 
of  the  declaration  of  faith  for  which  the  church 
must  take  a  definite  stand  if  it  is  to  be  loyal  to 
God's  word,  but  sufficient  to  give  an  idea  of  the 
field  to  be  covered.  (8)  To  be  a  lnyal  church 
it  must  be  a  going  church.  “Go  on,  gb  on,  go  on, 
go  on”,  is  the  message  of  the  Book  to  the  church. 
“Go  teach  all  nations.”  “Go  ye  i(to  all  the 
world.”  Inactivity  is  not  hinted  in  the  Bible 
when  referring  to  the  Christian  life.j  They  are 
commanded  to  “stand”,  to  “walk",  to(  “run”,  but 
never  to  sit  or  lie  down.  When  progress  ceases 
decay  sets  in.  It  is  either  forward  of  backward. 
Go  ‘To  the  uttermost  part  of  the  e^rth”  is  the 
King's  command.  Any  other  policy  fe  disloyalty 
and  death,  A  little  more  than  a  centjiry  ago  the 
Baptist  denomination  split  half  in  tvjro  over  the 
msislon  question.  One  half  said  gty  the  other 
said  no.  Today  those  who  refuse  to  go  are 
but  a  memory,  less  numerous  than  when  the  split 
came;  those  who  took  God  at  His  wofd  and  went 
into  all  the  world  are  multiplied  a  thousand  fold. 


(4)  To  be  a  loyal  chprch  it  must  be  a  growing 
church.  Daniel  saw  the  church  as  a  small  rock 
hewn  out  of  the  mountain.  It  grew  and  filled  the 
whole  earth.  God’s  promise  is  that  it  shall  hot 
die.  Unless  it  grows  it  decays,  hence  disloyal. 
It  is  a  sin  against  Go4  for  a  church  not  to  grow 
in  grace,  knowledge,  Influence,  power  and  num¬ 
bers.  God’s  church  is  a  growing  church.  Otfciers 
are  not  God’s  churchef. 

III. — God's  promise  to  the  loyal  church.  (IV  It 
has  the  promise  of  His  presence,  “Go  .  .  .  And 
lo  I  am  with  you  all  the  way  even  unto  the  end 
of  the  age.”  He  does  not  promise  to  sit  With 
us,  but  we  must  be  going,  growing,  making  d> 
ciples,  preaching,  if  we  are  to  have  His  preseotes. 
(2)  It  has  the  promise  of  power  if  It  is  lo^al. 
“And  ye  shall  receive  power”,  (Acts  1:8)  wat  a 
promise  if  His  comrkands  were  obeyed.  Pkul 
said:  “I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  Who 
strengthened  me.”  We  can  have  just  as  mpbh 
power  as  we  are  willing  to  pay  the  price  to  Ire- 
ceive.  God  and  one  Willing,  redeemed  person  is 
all-powerful.  (3)  It  has  the  promise  of  triuidph 
over  all  foes  and  an  abundant  entrance  into  the 
“Father’s  House.  ‘‘Bq  thou  faithful  (loyal)  unto 
death  and  I  will  give  thee  a  crown  of  life.”  “Who 
is  he  that  overcometh  the  world  but  he  that  he- 
lieveth  that  Jesus  Christ  is  thosSon  of  God.”  *To 
him  that  overcometh  will  I  grant  to  sit  with  fne 
in  My  throne  even  as  I  also  overcame,  and  hm 
set  down  with  My  Father  in  His  throne.”  Evfry 
foe  shall  be  conquered  and  then  Jesus  is  to  cotne 
and  "Receive  us  unto  Himself.”  "So  shall  We 
ever  be  with  the  Lord.” 

Let  us  be  loyal  tq  the  church,  loyal  to  Ris 
word,  fight  the  good  fight  of  faith,  get  into  (he 
battle,  be  in  at  the  Tictory  and  share  with  Our 
Savior  the  glory  of  the  final  triumph.  Amen|

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HUNDRED  PERCENT  EFFICIENT 


In  the  fourth  chapter  of  Ephesian*  Paul  speaks 
of  the  various  agencies  for  “perfecting  the  saints 
unto  the  work  of  ministering.  That  is  ,our  text 
and  the  subject  fits  it:  A  hundred  percent  effi¬ 
cient.”  We  hear  a  great  deal  about  church  effi¬ 
ciency.  But  we  had  just  as  well  get  it  established 
in  our  minds  that  church  efficiency  must  begin 
with  and  forever  depend  on  individual  efficiency 
We  also  hear  a  great  deal  about  enlistment  and 
it  is  a  vry  necessary  item  in  practical  Christian- 
'  My  and  ecclesiology.  But  enlistment  is  just  the 
beginning.  H  is  just  getting  started  on  the  way 
to  efficiency. 

There  is  a  slight  tendency  in  some  quarters  to 
resent  what  is  regarded  as  a  disposition  to  med¬ 
dlesomeness  on  the  part  of  outside  agencies  and 
expert  specialists  who  come  to  us  with  urgent 
programs,  and  courses  of  training,  and  plans  of 
iasprovement.  This  resentment  is  all  wrong.  It 
takes  a  great  number  of  helpers  to  bring  us  to 
he  one  hundred  percent  efficient.  It  takes 
apostles  and  prophets  and  evangelists,  as  well  as 
pastors  and  teachers  for  the  perfecting  of  the 
saints  unto  the  work  of  ministering,  Eph  4:11-12. 

There  is  nobody  who  can  take  the  pastor’s  place 
in  the  leadership  of  his  people  or  in  teaching  them 
the  word  of  the  lord.  But  no  pastor  can  furnish 
his  people  all  they  need  to  know  or  train  them  for 
all  they  need  to  do.  Nothing  can  or  ought  to  sup¬ 
plant  him  in  his  position  as  the  nearest  to  them 
and  most  necessary  for  them  in  the  development 
of  their  spiritual  life.  But  nobody  will  ever  be 
adequately  educated  or  trained  who  goes  simply 
to  a  one  teacher  school.  There  ought  to  be  no 
conflict  between  the  agencies  for  the  development 
of  God's  people,  but  thorough  co-ordination  and 
co-operation.  Paul  says  to  the  Cofinthians,  “All 
things  ars  yours  whether’  Paul  or  Apollos  or 
Cephas."  The  enlistment  man,  the  Sunday  School 
man,  the  ,8.  Y.  P.  U.  man,  the  returned  mission¬ 
ary,  -the  W.  M.  U.  secretary;  any  church  will  be 
the  richer  and  the  members  more  efficient  for  a 
visit  from  these,  and  the  training  they  give. 

Now  we  want  to  say  with  all  modesty  and  yet 
with  all  boldness,  if  your  people,  the  members  of 
your  church  are  not  getting  and  reading  The  Bap¬ 
tist  Record,  they  will  never  become  one  hundred 
percent  efficient  in  the  Lord's  work.  Here  every 
department  in  which  experts  figure  is  featured. 
Every  means  for  the  expansion  and  training  of 
•our  people  is  brought  under  contribution.  Brother 
Pastor,  if  some  of  your  members  are  not  reading 
the  Record  they  are  suffering  arrested  develop¬ 
ment.  You  may  think  they  are  active  members 
bat  they  are  simply  jumping  around  like  a  cork 
ia  the  eddy  of  the  stream.  They  are  not  getting 
anywhere.  They  are  out  of  the  great  current 
which  marks  the  progress  of  the  kingdom  of  God.

Or  is  it  both,  or  [neither  one  ?  :  And  as 
we  pondered,  after  the  fashion  of  the  j  man  in 
Poe's  Raven,  the  fellow  j  ijj  the  cab  of  the  truck 
turned  off  the  “juice”  [and  tf*ok  hi*  foot  off  the 
low  gear  and  said,  “Say^  Mister,  will  yop  do  me 
a  favor?"  So  I  said  I  Wtiyld  if  I  could.  ^  “Well”, 
said  he,  “as  you  go  into  {town  tell  the  [boss  at 
the  shop  to  "send  a  bi<*ctli  and  tackle  4ut  here 
quick”.  And  I  did.  And  the  block  and  tackle 
.  was  soon  set  in  operating  and  he  yanked  that 
truck  out  of  the  mudhole  in  a  jiffy,  \ 

And  my  theological!  faculty  began  iworking 
again  and  those  word*  fptatic”  and  “dynamic” 
came  back  and  I  begad  tq  see  a  place  for  them. 
I  noticed  that  he  fast*nd|  the  block  and  tackle 
‘  to  a  very  substantial  and  then  ha  started 

something  pulling  on  St.  [1  There  wa*  &]  tree  at 
one  end,  four  big  mules  [a,^  the  other  encf  and  the 
stalled  truck  at  another  i  jangle  and  ttlere  was 
forthwith  something  ddipM  And  I  observed  that 
,  the  tree  was  static  and  tlje  mules  were  [dynamic 
and  together  they  pulled  Uie  truck  out  of  a  hole. 
Surely  nobody  would  complain  of  the  [tree  for 
being  static  and  qobddy)  j  said  "Whoa!’|  to  the 
mules  for  beiog  dynamic.  Surely  in  ouii  religion 
there  is  a  place  for  th|ej  inatic  and  there  is  need 
for  the  dynamic,  and  neitjaer  is  of  any  dse  with¬ 
out  the  other. 

I  am  glad  there  are .  dime  things  in  j  religion 
that  are  fixed  and  immovable.  Somewhere  you 
have  read,  Forever,  0  L«d;  thy  word  ip  settled 
in  heaven.  It  is  good  toj  have  a  sure  word  of 
prophecy.  For  if  the  foundations  be  destroyed, 
what  shall  the  righteous  do?  It  is  gOod  that 
there  is  one  who  is  without,  variableness  or  shadow 
that  is  cast  by  turning!  lit  i*  good  to  [think  of 
Jesus  Christ  who  is  the  [same  yesterday,  today 
and  forever.  Our  God  Aid,  I  Jehovah  change 
not,  therefore  ye  sons  pf  Jacob  are  not  consumed. 
It  is  great  that  there  aril  some  things  jve  leam 
today  which  remain  true  ifid  unshaken  tomorrow. 
Wherefore  receiving  a  kingdom  which  chnnot  be 
shaken,  let  Us  have  grace  by  which  we  niay  serve 
God  acceptably.  It  ia  thd  unchanging  truth  and 
grace  of  God  that  ate  at u tic.  It  is  I  he  Holy 
Spirit  which  is  dynamif.  [And  together  they  have 
pulled  us  out  of  many  a  [jnudhole. 


their  foreordained  condition  and  estate,  that  of 
being  exactly  suited  to  ihe  use  that  God  has  for 
them  in  his  purpose  andj  work. 

The  history  of  the  wofd  goes  a  long  way  back; 
and  corresponds  fairly  v|ell  to  the  popular  phrase 
“jupt  now”;  as  we  sinA  “Come  to  Jesus,  just 
now”.  You  also  hear  people  say  fix  it  “just  so”; 
or  It  mutfc-  be  “just  si".  This  means  that  It 
must  be  fixed  exactly  thin  way.  It  must  be  ar¬ 
ranged’  exactly  to  fit.  [The  root  of  the  word  is 
exactly  our  word  “art”,  which  means  the  ability 
to  arrange  things  with  precision  and  correctness 
according  to  their  real  |  urpose  and  nature.  Any 
one  who  can  do  this  is  an  artist.  Not  an  artist 
in  any  narrow  sense,  but  in  the  broadest  sense, 
to  show  fitness,  correctness.  Our  word  “adjust” 
comes  nearer  expressing  the  original  meaning 
than  perhaps  any  other.!  We  say  that  a  thing  is 
adjusted  when  it  is  put  .in  its  exact  place.  A 
matter  is  adjusted  whet  it  is  settled  right.  The 
root  of  this  word  Is  seen  also  in  our  word  “aroma”, 
the  pleasing  effect  of  bi  inging  out  the  fragranoe 
of  certain  materials  by  nrtistic  combination.  The 
same  root  is  seen  in  th  ■  Latin  verb  “plow”,  our 
word  “arable”,  which  is  the  nice  process  of  put¬ 
ting  the  soil  exactly  in  the  place  where  it  ought 
to  be,  the  work  of  an  artist  in  his  line. 

But  let  us  get  back  to  the  New  Testament  use 
of  the  word.  It  is  not  tlways  translated'  perfect 
or  perfecting.  For  example  you  read  in  Mt. 
4:21  and  in  Mk.  1:1»  about  James  and  John 
“mending  their  nets".  That  word  mending  is  the 
same  as  in  other  places  is  translated  “perfecting” 
and  helps  you  to  undersland  what  it  means.  They 
had  been  using  their  ne  .*  for  Ashing.  Nets,  like 
everything  else  we  use  have  a  way  of  getting 
out  of  order  and  need  Ixing  up.  So  they  were 
getting  them  'In  shape  for  use  again,  patching 
them  and  getting  everyt  ling  ready  when  the  time 
for  another  draught  cones.  This  need  of  fixing 
up  may  be  because  of  ise,  or  it  may  be  due  to 
lack  of  use.  If  nets  hi  ve  been  lying  up  a  long 
time,  they  will  need  t<  be  overhauled,  or  per¬ 
fected,  before  they  are  put  down  in  the  water. 
Putting  on  a  patch  is  a  nice  work  of  art,  as  you 
will  And  when  you  have  snagged  a  hole  in  your 
trousers.  And  the  idea  >f  artistic  ability  is  never 
lost  sight  of  in  using  this  word.  It  might  be  said 
in  passing  that  the  Greek  word  bread  (artos)  in¬ 
dicates  that  the  making  of  bread  as  well  as  plow¬ 
ing  was  a  work  of  art. 

Now  this  mending  bui  iness  is  a  very  necessary 
part  of  the  Christian  life  and  work,  and  it  takes 
one  who  is  somewhat  o  '  an  artist  to  do  it.  For 
example  Paul  writes  to  t  lie  Thessalonians  ( 1  The*. 
3:10),  “Night  and  day  praying  exceedingly  that 
we  may  see  your  face  ard  may  perfect  that  which 
is  lacking  in  your  fait  l”.  Their  faith  seemed, 
like  the  nets  to  need  some  mending,  to  have  some 
patches  put  on  it,  to  put  it  into  good  order. 
Again  in  Gal.  1:6,  Paul  says,  “If  a  man  be  over¬ 
taken  in  any  trespass,  ye  who  are  spiritual  re- 


PERFECTING  Of  THE  SAINTS 

There  is  more  than  tonjj  word  in  the  jew  Tes¬ 
tament  which  is  tran^aejied  perfect,  either  as  a 
verb  or  an  adjective.  Toe  ordinary  concordance 
will  not  show  the  dlffe||ence|;  neither [  does  an 
English  translation.  Ana  yet  these  wards  pre¬ 
sent  a  different  point  offj  view.  One  represents 
the  finished  product;  tnfc  other  represents  the 
process  and  something  of  the  method.  '  The  one 
used  at  the  head  of,  this  article  represents  a 
process  and  it  is  an  ,  interesting  process.  This 
particular  word  is  not  qj  verb,  nor  adjective  or 
particle,  but  a  noun.  [perfecting  hefe  is  the 
process  of  bringing  the  taints,  God‘s”geople,  to 


store  such  a  one”.  Tl  e  word  “restore”  is  the 
one  we  are  studying,  io  often  translated  “per¬ 
fect”  or  make  perfect.  So  many  of  our  people 
need  to  be  sent  to  the  repair  shop.  Unless  they 
go  to  the  repair  shop  khey  are  likely  to  go  to 
the  scrap  head.  It  is  tne  business  of  those  wljo 
are  spiritual  to  get  busy  with  them  and  get 
them  in  shape  to  be  jick  at  work.  Many  of 
them  can  be  patched  up  But  it  takes  the  hand 
of  an  artist  to  do  it  right. 

God  himself  does  this  work  of  perfecting.  You 
will  read  in  1  Pet.  6:|0,  “And  the  God  of  all 
grace,  who  called  you  pnto  his  eternal  glory  in 
Christ,  .  !.  .  shall  himself  perfect,  establish, 
strengthen  you”.  One  *f  the  moat  beautiful  pas¬ 
sages  in  all  the  world  is  found  in  Heb.  13:20, 
“Now  the  Qod  of  peace,  who  brought  again  from 
the  dead  the  great  shepherd  of  the  sheep  srith 
the  blood  ;of  an  eternal!  covenant,  even  our  lord 
Jesus,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  thing  to 
do  his  Wili”.  You  wilj  notice  the  perfecting  is 
always  with  a  view  to  ise  and  service;  as  in  Eph. 
4:12  you  read,  “Perfecting  the  saints  unto  th* 
work  of  ministering”.  * 
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This  perfecting  includes  also  the  adjusting  of 
Christians  to  oneanother  and  fitting  them  art¬ 
istically  aiid  harmoniously  into  one  plan  and  pur¬ 
pose  and  lody.  In  1  Cor.  1:10  Paul  says,  “N^w 
I  beseech  ;  ’ou,  brethren,  through  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesui  Christ,  that  ye  speak  the  same  thing, 
that  there  be  no  divisions  among  you;  but  tljat 
ye  be  perfected  together  in  the  same  mind,  and 
in  the  same  judgment”.  This  is  in  accord  wjth 
his  desire  that  thd  Ephesians  be  “fitly  framed”. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  follow  this  word 
further  wfore  Pau(  says  to  Timothy,  “All  scrip¬ 
ture  is  givierr  by  inspiration  of  God  and  is  profit¬ 
able,  .  .  .  that  the  man  of  God  may  be  complete 
(perfect),  completely  furnished  unto  every  good 
work”.  A^d  then  on  into  the  larger  sphere  of 
God's  working,  for  we  read  in  Heb.  11:3,  “By 
faith  we  i*>dersta«d  that  the  worlds  (ages)  have 
been  framed  (constituted,  fitted  together  in  thjeir 
places,  perfected)  by  the  word  of  God”.  Herd  is 
a  large  canvass  on  which  the  artist  hand  of  Qod 
is  seen,  ti(e  balancing  of  worlds,  the  ordering!  of 
their  courses,  the  ^superintending  and  guidingj  of 
their  actitities,  the  working  out  of  their  pur¬ 
poses.  It  is  the  sfeme  word  used  with  reference 
to  the  woflds  that  is  used  in  the  prayer  for  ihe 
individual  Christians  that  God  may  “make  thhm 
perfect”.  He  speaks  of  the  worlds  in  the  eleventh 
chapter  and  of  thei  Christians  in  the  thirteenth. 

We  canjiot  pass  this  word  without  one  other 
use  of  it:  I  Out  of  the  mouth  of  babes  and  sick¬ 
lings  thou  hast  perfected  praise.  We  have  hekrd 
of  "junior! choirs"  and  children's  choruses.  Here 
is  one  thajt  surpasses  all  the  rest.  Here  is  the 
Master  artist  who  constituted  the  worlds  and  aet 
them  singing  in  their  orbits.  Here  is  the  One 
whose  holiness  and  majesty  and  goodness  sets  jthe 
angels  aglow  with  song.  Here  is  the  One  before 
whom  all  creation  bursts  into  praise,  taking  in 
hand  to  bring  out  and  bring  into  harmony  the 
voices  of  ^he  multitude  of  little  children.  Every 
lip  becomes  vocal  and  all  the  voices  are  brought 
into  unison  and  harmony,  and  the  swelling,  roll¬ 
ing  volume  of  song  fills  the  heavens.  This  is 
what  Jesup  calls  perfecting  praise.  A  majority 
of  the  hugian  race  die  and  go  to  heaven  before 
coming  to  the  years  of  accountability.  What  a 
chorus  th<(y  make  in  heaven.  Praise  reaches 'its 
greatest  height  in  this.

The  Baptist  Convention  Board  of  opr  state  is 
called  to  meet  December  12.  Every  peering  of 
this  Board  is  important,  because  the  priogram  and 
plans  for  our  denominational  work  are  laid  lor 
the  following  year.  As  I'  see  it  this  costing  moot¬ 
ing  is  of  unusual  importance  because  (.f  the  fact 
that  our  collections  were  smaller  this;yehr  than 
for  the  past  two  years.  This  may  Necessitate 
some  change  or  changes  in  our  work,  in!  order  tlat 
our  work  may  go  forward.  All  of  us  I  am  sure 
desire  to  do  the  very  greatest  work  pcssible.w  th 
the,  means  that  we  have  at  our  disposal.  J'or 
this  reason  I  offer  the  following  suggestions: 

First,  that  we  take  plenty  time  ti  give  <  ue 
consideration  to  every  phase  of  work  which  a  rill 
come  before  us.  At  previous  meeting!  there  las 
been  a  tendency  to  rush  the  work  and  gfct  throu  jh. 

I  think- two  reasons  may  be  given  for  (his:  Fiiat, 
every  member  of  the  Board  wanted  ts  return  to 
his  other  work;  second,  that  all  desitied  to  save 
the  Board  as  much  money  as  possible  on  ex¬ 
penses.  We  need  to  do  this,  yet  w«  n(ed  to  k  -ep 
in  mind  that  in  the  final  outcome  of  tl)e  work  we 
may  spend  even  more  by  hurrying  to  get  through 
and  thereby  failing  to  give  due  consideration  to 
the  work. 

Second,  that  we  give  due  consideration  to 
changes  which  will  very  likely  be  suggested  with 
regard  to  both  setting  the  salary  of  oar  brethren 
employed  by  the  Board  and  changing  <jr  altogeth¬ 
er  abandoning  the  present  method  of  our  field 
work.  A  number  of  our  pastors  have  been  com¬ 
pelled  to  have  their  salaries  changed  In  qrden  to 
meet  the  new  situation  they  confroijt  on  tfieir 
field  of  work.  Some  believe  that  sotne  change 
in  this  respect  is  needed  in  regard  to  those  work¬ 
ing  for  the  Board.  Some  think  it  wil  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  change  our  plan  of  field  work  br  abandon 
it  altogether  in  order  for  us  to  go  (forward  in 
our  work.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that!  it  will  be 
time  well  spent  to  give  each  member  of  the  Board 
plenty  time  to  speak  out  his  convictions  on  these 
matters  and  give  his  reason  for  suggesting  a 
change.  The  Bible  says,  “In  the  multitude^  of 
counsellors  there  is  safety".  We  need  to  kieep 
on  the  safe  side.  I  am  one  who  believes  Baptists 
can  talk  and  pray  themselves  together  on  their 
programs  and  plans. 

Third,  in  the  appropriation  of  money  for  pas¬ 
toral  support  and  the  building  of  houses  of  wor¬ 
ship  we  should  give  special  attention  io  the  Idea¬ 
tion  of  such  churches.  If  a  church  is  1  heated  pear 
another  Baptist  church,  it  will  be  of  no  profit  to 
our  denomination  to  help  support  their  work.  In 
many  places  in  our  state  there  is  a  neiri  for  small 
churches  near  each  other  to  consolidate  and  bpild 
up  a  strong  church.  I  fail  to  see  thej  wisdom  in' 
having  a  number  of  small  churches  is  one  large 
community  and  some  of  these  churche|i  having  t- 
receive  help  from  the  Board.  This  is  true  • 
some  cases  where  the  Board  is  now  helping  pay 
pastors’  salary. 

Fourth,  we  need  to  spend  much  time  in  prater. 
All  who  were  present  at  our  meeting  two  ySars 
ago  recall  how  earnestly  we  prayed  for  our 
Father  to  lead  us  to  the  right  man  for  Secret  try. 
We  left  the  room  that  night  feeling  that  our 
prayers  were  answered.  Two  years  Have  parsed 
by  and  we  are  still  confident  that  the  Lord  led 
us  to  elect  the  man  who  has  proven  to  be  one 
of  the  very  best  Secretaries  in  the  South,  "his 
same  Lord  will  lead  us  in  all  of  ogr  plans  in 
carrying  out  his  commission.  .

In  an  editorial  in  thf  iaaue  of  Haptiat  K-cord 
of  Nov.  2  you  tay,  of  2  Tim.  2:15:  “Study  to  ehow 
thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that  need- 
eth  not  to  be  nthamed.,  rightly  dividing  the  word 
of  truth.”  “There  it  a  group  of  people  who  want 
to  divide  up  the  Bible  linto  various  ages,  or  dia- 
pemations,  showing  that  one  part  of  it  ia  in¬ 
tended  for  one  age,  tnd  another  for  another. 
That  it  jutt  one  way  of  getting  rid  of  what  they 
don’t  like  in  the  Bible.? 

Does  the  Bible  itself  warrant  an  age,  or  dia- 
penaational  division  and  application  of  the  wordT 
If  to,  that  disposes  of]  the  whole  matter.  If  It 
does  not,  that  disposes  of  the  matter  with  me. 

In  the  Jerusalem  counsel  James  said,  “Simon 
hath  declared  how  God  at  the  first  (For  first  time, 
wrong  reading)  did  visit  the  Gentiles  to  take  out 
of  them  a  people  for  his  name.”  Acta  15:14. 
Now  this  evidently  marks  a  division  of  time, 
or  a  dispensation.  Fof  there  ia  a  period  clearly 
set  forth  as  the  day,  or  age  of  tha  Gentiles. 
Paul  says,  after  his  sefmon  in  Antioch  of  Plsldia 
and  the  Jews  saw  the  (nultitude  come,  they  were 
filled  with  envy,  and  spoke  against  those  things 
which  were  spoken  by  Paul,  contradicting  and 
blaspheming.  Then  P^ul  and  Barnabas  waxed 
bold  and  said,  it  was  nbcessary  that  the  word  of 
God  should  first  have  been  spoken  unto  you:  but 
seeing  ye  put  it  from  ^ou,  and  judge  yourselves 
unworthy  of  everlastit^r  life,  lo,  we  turn  to  the 
Gentiles. 

He  then  quotes  fruif  the  prophecy  of  Isaiah, 
42:6,7,  to  prove  the  mirk  of  this  time:  ~I  have 
set  thee  to  be  a  light  of  the  Gentiles  .  .  .  And 
when  many  of  the  Gentiles  heard  this,  they  glo¬ 
rified  the  word  of  thf  Lord:  and  as  many  as 
were  ordained  to  eternal  life  believed."  Acts 
13:44-48.  Again,  Paul  says  “What  then?  Israel 
hath  not  obtained  that  Which  he  seeketh  for;  but 
the  election  hath  obtained  it,  and  the  rest  were 
blinded.”  Rom.  11:7.  Then  he  quotes  Isa.  29:10

DENOMINATIONAL  SECURITY 


The  leadership  of  Southern  Baptists  need  to 
face  the  tremendously  important  matter  of  rack¬ 
ing  secure  the  interests  of  our  causes  and  insti¬ 
tutions.  Two  states,  Virginia  and  Kentucky,  are 
demonstrating  in  a  fine  way  their  ability  to  ma|te 
secure  the  interests  of  the  Kingdom  by  thpir 
budget  system.  It  is  reported  that  around  76 
percent  of  their  chuirhes  have  the  75-MiIliton 
causes  in  their  budgets  and  are  giving  systemati¬ 
cally  and  regularly.  This  is  a  great  achieve  m^it 
and  it  should  greatly  encourage  all  the  other 
states  to  do  the  samrj 

In  practically  all  of  our  larger  churches  apd 
many  of  the  smaller  churches  in  all  the  statps, 
pastors’  salaries  and  local  expenses  are  oa  the 
budget  plan  and  are  certain  and  secure.  The  satoe 
churches  ought  to  and  can  make  the  denomina¬ 
tional  and  outside  interests  as  certain  and  secure 
as  they  do  the  local  budget.  Every  church  and 
pastor  should  not  be  katisfied  to  make  the  lopal 
expense  safe  and  secure,  regular  and  systematic, 
and  let  the  great  Kingdom  interests  go  by  h»p- 
hazzard.  If  as  much  attention  and  organisation 
were  given  to  the  76-Million  interests  as  is  given 
to  bringing  the  local  expense  account  up  we  wo* Id 
be  much  further  up  pn  our  76-Million  objective 
than  we  are.  I  press  this  matter  upon  the  -con¬ 
sciences  of  the  brotherhood.  Between  the  fell 
and  spring  cash  rounidups  I  urge  the  leadership 
of  the  South  to  seek  to  make  secure  the  Cam¬ 
paign  interests.  Ojir  boards  and  inftitutidns 
should  receive  their  money  as  regularly  and  las 
certainly  as  do  the  pastors  receive  their  salaries. 

Another  Thing 

There  is  no  more  fre ason  why  we  should  fur¬ 
nish  our  Sunday  Schopls  with  literature  from  ihe 
funds  of  the  churches  than  that  we  should  furnish 
the  state  papers  to  other  members  of  the  churches. 
We  have  put  Sunday  school  literature  in  pur 
chqrch  budgets;  let’s  hasten  to  put  our  state  pa¬ 
pers  in  the  church  budgets  and  see  that  one  gbes 
to  every  church  memper.  If  we  had  our  state 
papers  going  to  every  Baptist  family  in  the  South 
and  had  our  denominational  causes  as  secure,  as 
our  local  church  expenses,  we  would  make  ad¬ 
vances  by  leaps  and  bounds.

My  Dear  Miss  Lackey: 

You  asked  for  a  write-up  of  one  of  our  mis¬ 
sion  study  programs  for  Negroes  and  I  will  give 
the  one  of  our  last  meeting. 

Before  we  do  that  let  me  say  for  the  benefit 
of  some  who  think  it  hard  to  do  work  among  the 
Negroes  that  we  began  our  work  through  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  servants  in  our  homes. 

We  now  have  a  class  of  seventeen  women  study¬ 
ing  "Talks  on  Soul  Winning”,  who  have  books 
and  will  take  the  examination,  so  they  say.  We 
announced  it  would  only  be  for  the  women  but 
after  one  such  service,  the  members  of  class 
asked  permission  to  bring  their  husbands  and 
children  and  now  we  have  sometimes  almost  a 
house  full  of  men,  women  and  children  attend. 
This  is  the  hardest  work  but  by  far'  the  most  fas¬ 
cinating  work  I  ever  did. 

At  first  some  of  them  were  skeptical  as  to  our 
motive  in  helping  them.  Now  I  think  we  have 
the  confidence  and  cooperation  of  all  of  them. 
The  pastor  is  a  well  informed  preacher  and  is 
not  only  appreciative  of  our  efforts  for  his  wo¬ 
men  but  asked  us  to  have  the  white  men  help  the 
colored  men  to  do  their  Christian  work  better. 

We  are  always  glad  when  the  Negro  pastor 
can  be  with  us  in  our  study  class.  He  is  here 
only  one  Sunday  a  month.  Below  was  our  pro¬ 
gram  last  Sunday.

But  when 
the  said  state  is  surveyed  into  coun¬ 
ties,  th«  state  lawg  are  then  executed 
by  each  county  of  the  state.  So 
likewise,  when  the  kingdom  was  first 
set  up  by  the  God  of  Heaven,  John 
baptized  the  people  into  the  kingdom, 
for  it  Was  then  declared  to  be  at 
hand;  kind  if  at  hand,  it  was  rt?ady  to 
enter,  and  I  defy  any  one  to  show 
that  suth  a  kingdom  ever  was  set  up 
or  ready  to  enter  before  that  age, 
though  the  Lord  had  a  people  before 
this  agje,  but  they  never  were  in  the 
kingdom  because  it  was  not  set  up 
or  in  existence. 

Now,  what  diffemce  is  there  be¬ 
tween  the  family  of  the  Lord,  that 
Includes  all  of  the  redeemed,  and  the 
kingdom,  the  family  of  the  Lord,  is 
entered  into  by  the  spiritual  birth, 
and  ‘the  visible  part  of  the  kingdom 
is  entered  by  baptism.  Furthermore, 
when  tiie  local  churches  were  organ¬ 
ized,  they  became  the  executives  of 
the  kiigfdom,  just  as  the  counties  are 
the  executives  of  the  state  laws; 
and  asjno  county  can  claim  to  be  the 
state,  hut  forms  a  part  of  the  state 
and  is  [included  in  the  state  (and  it 
requires 'every  county  of  the  state  to 
constitute  the  state),  so  likewise,  no 
church  can  claim  to  be  the  kingdom 
but  fo(ms  a  part  of  the  kingdom  and 
is  reqoires  every  New  Testament 
churchy  to  constitute  the  kingdom. 

And  as  the  county  is  the  executive 
of  the  state,  so  likewise  the  church 
is  the  executive  of  the  kingdom. 

Now,  let  us  notice  some  things  that 
were  instituted  by  the  king,  for  the 
kingdom,  to  be  executed  by  the 
church,  In  Luke  22-29-30  we  find  the 
following  language:  "I  appoint  unto 
you  a  kingdom,  as  my  father  hath 
appointed  unto  me,  that  ye  may  eat 
and  drink  at  my  table  in  my  king¬ 
dom,"  as  proof  of  the  fact  that  his 
supper  is  referred  to  as  something 
pertaining  to  the  kingdom.  Mat.  26 
and  2ft:  “After  he  had  taken  his 
supper  with  them  he  said:  “I  will 
not  di&nk  henceforth  of  this  fruit  of 
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Dan.  2  and  44.  (‘And  in  the  days 
of  these  kings  shall  the  God  of 
Heaven  set  up  a  kingdom  which  shall 
never  be  destroyed;  and  the  kingdom 
shall  not  He  left  to  other  people,  but 
it  shall  bleak  into  pieces  and  con¬ 
sume  all  these  kingdoms,  and  it 
shall  stand  forever.f’ 

There  aye  three  Ideas  in  the  fore¬ 
going  prophecy  th*t  are  worthy  of 
consideration:  Fir^t,  that  this  king¬ 
dom  was  to  be  set  tup  by  the  God  of 
Heaven;  in  the  next  place,  when  set 
up,  all  other  kingdoms  were  to  fall 
into  utter  insignificance;  and  in  the 
third  plact,  it  is  to  Stand  forever. 

Now,  aiJ  there  is  |>nly  one  kingdom, 
what  is  it? 

There  are  many  Dibit  readers  who 
claim  that  the  kinjgdom  is  invisible 
and  includes  all  of  ithe  redeemed.  If 
this  is  true,  Abraham  and  Jacob  and 
Job  and  Moses  anil  Joshua  and  all 
the  ancient  saints,  too  numerous  to 
mention  by  name,  were  all  in  the 
kingdom.

bn  November  12  I  closed  a  meet- 
J  with  the  first  church,  Winchester, 
t.  Dr.  J.  W.  jGillon,  the  pastor, 
1  the  yreaching.  He  is  a  mighty 
4acher  of  the  Word.  The  meeting 
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I  recently  wrote  a  brief  article  to 
the  Record  and  asked  Brother  Lipsey 
to  have  the  paper  sent  to  me  here. 
He  did  not  send  the  paper,  but 
through  the  kindness  of  Brother 
Chastain,  I  had  an  opportunity  te 
read  the  article  and  a  great  deal  be¬ 
sides,  in  the  ropy  that  contained  it.

That  malaria  has  laid  a  heavy  bur¬ 
den  upon  the  health  and  prosperity 
of  the  southern  states  in  the  past 
and  that  its  depressing  effects  upon 
the  health,  happiness  and  welfare 
of  the  people  are  still  felt  in  many 
sections  of  the  South  was  the  conclu¬ 
sions  reached  by  prominent  southern 
physicians  and  health  officals  at  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  Southern 
Medical  Association  in  Chattanooga, 
Tennessee.  ^ 

The  fact  that  the  Southern  'Medi¬ 
cal  Association,  which  devotes  Its 
time  and  thought  to  the  consideration 
of  making  people  well  and  keeping 
them  so,  should  have  given  such 
pron^inence  to  malaria  at  its  last 
annual  meeting  is  sufficient  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  importance  pf  malaria 
to  the  people  of  the  South. 

,  At  this  meeting  malaria  war  dis¬ 
cussed  from  various  angles.  The 
State  Health  Officer  of  Alabama  re¬ 
ported  the  successful  employment 
and  wide  distribution  of  top-minnows 
(Gambusia)  throughout  the  state  in 
destroying  malaria-mosquito  larvae. 
Another  interesting  report  dealt  with 
the  employment  of  Paris  green  on 
an  extensive  scale  as  a  mosquito 
larvicide  around  Lake  City,  Florida. 
Apparently  a  very  small  quantity  of 
Paris  green  mixed  with  road  dust 
and  thrown  on  the  surface  of  the 
water  will  kill  wiggletails  of  the  ma¬ 
laria  mosquito  effectively.  Obser¬ 
vations  made  in  Yazoo- City,  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  seem  to-indieate  that  a  gen¬ 
erous  application  of  creosote  to  the 
walls  of  negro  cabins  will  keep  the 
malaria  mosquitoes  away.  If  this 
observation  proves  to  be  correct  it 
will  mean  much  in  the  fight  against 
malaria  because  it  is  impossible  to 
screen  cabins  of  this  type  and  here-

George  Hampton  and  five  com¬ 
panions  were  caught  in  a  mine  ex¬ 
plosion  and  burned  beyond  recogni¬ 
tion.  Four  of  their  charred  bodies 
were  taken  to  the  undertaker's,  while 
George  and  an  Italian  are  still  alive 
saved  by  the  treatment  ihey  got 
at  the  hospital. 

Here  is  case  after  case  of  ap¬ 
pendicitis,  and  both  major  and  minor 
operations.  Here  is  a  man  with 
gangrenous  foot;  a  girl  with  tu¬ 
bercular  glands;  a  boy  shot  through 
the  hand;  a  young  man  with  his 
neck  broken  in  a  wrestling  match; 
a  seven  year  old  child  with  his  skill) 
crushed  by  a  big  car.  Here  is  a 
Catholic  Italian,  whose  back  is 
broken  by  falling  slate  in  a  mine. 
His  accident  is  so  common;  such 
can  be  counted  by  the  dozen  through 
the  year.  Here  is  a  lad  out  hunt¬ 
ing  on  Sunday  and  shot  himself 
through  the  hand.  We  discover  that 
he  has  never  heard  the  story  of 
Jesus.  Did  not  even  know  that  he 
died  to  save  sinners.
